Will Restitution of Corporations Be Made. 

The story is circulated in Washington that President Roosevelt demander 
some time ago that Mr. Corletyou, chairman of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, and Mr. Bliss, the treasurer of the Committee, arrange to repay fron 
the funds on hand $148,000 received from the Life Insurance Companies for th*. 
campa:gn][fund of 1904. These officials are reported to have obstinately refuse* 
to make restitution [of the tainted money although there was over $400,003 
balance in the bank to the credit of the Cornmittee. If the President feels sr 
strongly that this tainted money, which rightfully belongs to the widows anc 
orphans of the policy holders, should be returned, it would seem that he i.^* 
in a position to cause restitution to be made by demanding that Mr. Cortelyov 
return the contributions. In case of refusal he can call for the resignation of 
Mr. Cortelyou as Postmaster-General and as chairman of the Republican Nation- 
a Comimttee, which would bring the matter to a climax. As nearly two yeari- 
have ‘elapsed without restitution being made of the large amounts of money, by 
the Republican politicians involved, it is difficult to believe that there is any 
real intention of luaking restitution of the tainted money. 

There is another phase of this question, that even restitution will not efface, 
for it will be remembered that President Roosevelt denied that either he or Mr. 
Cortelyou had knowledge of any such campaign contributions from corpora- 
tions,' when Judge Parker charged before the election of 1904, that such con- 
tributions had been received. It will therefore require not only restitution of 
the tainted fund^but also an apology to Judge Parker to clear up this noxious 
Republican mess. It would be pleasant to record that the Republican politi- 
cians’, even[while knowingly having received the tainted money, are willing tc 
show fruit meet of repentance and in future when receiving similar contribu- 
tions will insist that the appearance .of evil shall be avoided.
